The  appropriation  for  abatements  was  $500.  and  the  abate- 
ments allowed  on  the  taxes  for  this  year  amounted  to  $472.92. 
There  were  also  abatements  of  $36.33  allowed  on  1899  taxes. 
The  tax  rate  was  reduced  from  $14.00  to  $13.00  this  year. 
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The  valuation  of  the  town  has  increased  over  that  of  last  year, 
$153,403,  but  this  excellent  increase  has  not  been  brought  about 
by  a  jumping"  of  valuations,  but  almost  entirely  by  new  taxable 
real  estate  and  new  personal  property,  the  proportion  of  the  in- 
crease, being  about  two-thirds  on  Real  Estate,  and  one-third  on 
Personal  Property.  We  are  not  in  sympathy  with  the  old  meth- 
od which  prevailed  for  so  many  years  in  Ipswich  of  keeping  the 
valuations  down,  and  consequently  keeping  the  tax  rate  up.  That 
policy  is  directly  against  the  interest  of  every  taxpayer,  for  a 
high  rate  acts  as  a  barrier  against  the  probability  of  men  who 
pay  large  personal  property  taxes  locating  in  Ipswich.  There  is 
no  real  benefit  to  the  taxpayer  in  such  a  policy,  for  if  a  man  owns 
a  house  worth  $1,000,  and  pays  a  tax  on  that  sum  at  the  rate  of 
$7.50,  it  costs  him  just  $7.50  for  his  taxes.  Suppose  that  the  old 
policy  of  valuing  at  about  half  is  carried  out,  and  his  property  is 
assessed  for  only  $500  and  the  rate  is  $15.00  on  1000.  He  pays 
$7.50  just  the  same. 

It  is  better  to  value  property  fairly,  and  keep  the  rate  down 
for  by  so  doing  you  will  call  in  men  who  pay  large  personal 
property  taxes  and  every  taxpayer  will  receive  a  benefit  by  a  re- 
duced tax  rate  in  the  future.  We  have  interviewed  a  number  of 
the  non-residents  who  have  summer  homes  in  Ipswich,  and  have 
endeavored  to  persuade  them  to  pay  their  poll  tax  in  Ipswich  on 
May  1st,  and  have  in  some  instances  received  assurance  that  they 
will  see  the  assessors  before  that  time,  and  confer  in  regard  to  so 
doing. 

We  have  tried  in  every  way  to  benefit  the  taxpayers,  and  we 
call  attention  to  the  fact,  that  the  present  board  of  assessors,  in 
the  three  years  it  has  served,  has  reduced  the  tax  rate  from 
$15.00  to  $13.00  per  thousand,  and  that  to  with  increased  approp- 
riations. Furthermore,  that  the  coming  year  will  undoubtedly  see 

another  substantial  reduction,  for  a  study  of  the  statement  of  the 
conditon  of  the  Town  financies,  will  show  that  our  policy  has  pro- 
vided sufficient  funds,  and  has  also  left  a  balance  of  over   $7,000.

To  the  Selectmen  of  Ipswich, 

Gentlemen: 

The  action  of  the  town  at  the  Annual  Meeting-  of  one  year  ago 
has  enabled  the  clerk  to  begin  the  work  of  repairing-  the  old  Re- 
cords and  make  the  safes  and  vaults  for  their  preservation  all 
they  should  be.  Arrangements  are  now  being  made  to  secure 
the  most  useful  and  at  the  same  time  the  safest  racks  or  frames 
for  the  books,  and  they  will  shortly  be  in  place.  I  might  say 
that  in  the  near  future  more  room  will  be  necessary  for  books 
and  papers  that  are  required  by  law  to  be  preserved.  At  the 
close  of  each  year  some  books  are  completed  and  must  be  pre- 
served, such  as  the  Assessors  books,  Selectmen's  records  and  va- 
rious other  books  of  value.  While  I  do  not  say  this  must  be 
done  at  once,  the  time  is  rapidly  approaching  when  it  must  be.

In  submitting  our  report  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31st,  1900,  it 
is  a  source  of  gratification  to  your  board,  to  state  that  there 
has  only  been  28  cases  of  Contagious  and  Infectious  diseases 
reported  for  the  year,  a  decrease  of  27  cases  from  the  year  1899. 
Typhoid  Fever  leads  the  list  with  16  cases;  Diphtheria  with  6 
cases;  Scarlet  Fever  3  cases;  Measles  3  cases.  There  were  3 
deaths  from  Typhoid  Fever.  As  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
town,  there  is  very  little  to  be  said,  as  we  believe  that  taking 
everything  into  consideration,  there  cannot  be  much  fault  find- 
ing as  regards  same,  as  your  board  are  working  for  the  welfare  of 
the  people  at  all  times.  There  has  been  but  a  very  few  nuisances 
called  to  our  attention  during  the  year,  and  they  have  been 
promptly  investigated  and  abated  by  our  orders,  without  any 
harsh  measures  being  resorted  to.  In  fact  your  board  have  met 
with  courteous  treatment  wherever  they  have  been  called  upon 
to  act,  and  greatly  appreciate  the  same.

It  will  be  seen  by  referring  to  the  Town  Treasurer's  report,  that 
he  has  received  from  Towns  and  Cities,  and  from  the  Common- 
wealth, a  total  of  $1560.47,  while  in  the  summary  of  the  receipts 
for  the  Pooi-  Dept.  we  have  credited  the  Dept.  with  only 
*  Ho:.. 27.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  the  difference,  $455.20, 
was  received  for  bills  due  the  town  for  1899.  The  department 
has  already  had  credit  for  that  amount  last  year,  and  it  would  be 
manifestly  unfair  for  us  to  take  credit  again  for  that  amount,  so 
avc  publish  the  above  table  as  separate  from  the  1900  account. 
The  publishing  of  this  table,  is  a  new  feature  in  the  toAvn  report 
and  it  is  done  in  order  that  the  voters  can  keep  track  of  bills  due 
1  he  Town. 
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The  department  of  outside  poor,  for  which  an  appropriation  of 
$2500.00  is  made,  has  been  run  very  close  to  the  appropriation. 
As  stated  last  year,  this  is  a  department  in  which  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  state  with  any  degree  of  accuracy,  just  what   the 

appropriation  should  be,  for  the  unfortunate  and  the  poor  must 
be  looked  after,  and  it  is  uncertain  how  many  calls  there  will  be 
for  assistance.  We  believe,  however,  that  the  same  appropriation 
will  be  sufficient  for  all  ordinary  expenses  for  1901.  Ipswich  is 
quite  fortunate  in  having  a  large  number  of  churches  and  socie- 
ties which  help  greatly  in  the  care  and  support  of  its  poor. 
The  Overseers  have  good  reason  to  know,  that  were  it  not  for 
the  work  of  these  churches  and  benevolent  societies,  the  Town 
would  be  at  a  far  greater  expense  in  this  department,  and  in  be- 
half of  the  Town,  we  extend  thanks,  not  only  to  them,  but  also 
to  a  number  of  individuals,  who  have  assisted  us  in  our  work 
during  the  past  year. 

In  regard  to  the  amount  paid  for  Physicians,  we  would  state 
that  the  Overseers  contracted  with  Dr.  Mac  Arthur,  for  $'200.00, 
to  attend  the  poor  cases.  This  contract  was  not  to  cover  cases 
of  child  birth  or  surgical  cases.  The  $99.61  paid  Dr.  Mac  Arthur 
over  the  contract,  was  for  such  cases,  and  for  additional  fee  for 
attending  cases  at  Linebrook,  the  additional  fee  being  paid  by 
the  Town  of  Lynnfield.  The  sums  paid  the  other  physicians 
were  for  cases  not  included  in  Dr.  Mac  Arthur's  contract,  except 
that  paid  to  Dr.  Ames,  which  sum  was  paid  by  the  Town  of 
Rowley,  for  a  case  where  a  homcepathie  physician  was  request- 
ed. The  total  number  of  visits  made  by  Dr.  MacArthur  for 
1900,  under  his  contract,  was  407,  and  a  large  part  of  the  med- 
cine  was  supplied  free  of  charge  in  these  cases  by  Dr. 
MacArthur.  Of  the  $200.00  paid  him  under  the  contract,  $161.00 
was  paid  for  patients  belonging  to  other  places,  and  the  total 
expense  to  the  Town  of  Ipswich  was  only  $39.00,  for  the  $161.00 
has  been  paid  to  the  Town. 
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The  Overseers  are  greatly  pleased  at  the  remarkably  good 
showing  made  at  the  Town  Farm  this  year.  The  total  sales  from 
tlit-  Farm  for  the  year,  amounted  to  $3468.41,  as  compared  with 
*-J-_'l  L.26  last  year,  and  an  average  of  about  $1600  for  the  three 
years  previous  t<»  that.  This  increase  in  the  income  has  made  a 
great  reduction  in  the  total  expense  to  the  town,  and  has  left  a 
balance  of  $758.83  from  the  $1500  appropriated  for  the  farm.  It 
is  a  number  of  years  since  there  lias  been  any  part  of  the  appro- 
priation  left  in  the  treasury,  and  it  brings  to  mind  the  old  days 
when  good  prices  for  farm  products  was  the  rule,  and  when  the 
farm  was  almost  self-supporting.  In  getting  the  average  cost  of 
maintaining  each  inmate,  the  Overseers  have  adhered  to  the  plan 
adopted  last  year,  and  have  not  taken  into  consideration  the  in- 
crease or  decrease  of  the  farm  property,  and  the  result  is  that  the 
average  cost  is  only  80  cents  per  week  for  each  inmate.  Had  the 
old  custom  been  adopted  of  charging  the  inmates  with  decrease 
in  value  of  farm  property,  the  result  would  be  a  cost  of  $1.67  per 
week,  which  would  have  been  a  very  material  reduction  from  the 
figures  of  last  year.  -s-2.()4  per  week.  Under  either  plan  of  figur- 
ing, the  Farm  has  made  a  remarkably  good  showing,  and  should 
be  credited  with  so  doing.

In  addition  to  the  above  balance  the  Selectmen  have  paid 
$760.00  for  which  no  appropriation  was  made  last  year.  The 
town  appropriated  for  the  High  School  only  enough  to  pay  bills 
to  July  1st,  and  the  bills  for  Sept.  Oct.  Nov.  and  Dec.  amount- 
nig  to  $760.00  have  been  paid  from  the  treasury,  otherwise  our 
balance  on  hand  would  have  been  $7,217.01  for  the  year  instead 
of  $6,457.01. 


The  bills  for  the  police  department  have  been  somewhat  larger 
than  last  year,  but  they  are  not  above  the  average,  and  it  is  only 
fair  to  the  police  department  to  say  that  there  have  been  extra 
calls  for  service,  such  as  the  stationing  of  an  officer  at  the  High 
Street  Crossing;  the  necessity  of  an  extra  man  for  day  services 
on  account  of  the  illness  of  Officer  Brocklebank;  political  parades, 
etc,  which  has  caused  the  increased  expense. 

The  highway  department  shows  a  large  unexpended  balance. 
The  good  fortune  of  the  Town  in  not  having  any  snow  bills  in 
December,  and  the  amount  received  from  the  St  R  R  Go's  for  ex- 
cise taxes  in  December,  account  for  the  large  balance.  While 
looking  up  old  records,  we  have  found  plenty  of  proof  that  the 
way  along  the  river,  from  Green  St.  Bridge  to   East    Street,   is  a 


f! 
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town  way.  Our  proof  was  submitted  to  the  Land  and  Harbor 
Commissioners,  who  visited  Ipswich,  and  after  a  hearing  accep- 
ted our  view  of  it  and  granted  us  a  license  to  put  up  a  retaining 
wall  opposite  the  land  of  Daniel  Stone.  At  the  last  annual 
meeting,  we  stated  that  if  the  Town  would  vote  $100.,  that 
with  the  $100.,  which  had  already  been  appropriated  for  a  new 
dump,  we  would  be  able  to  put  up  the  wall  and  furnish  a  dump, 
and  at  the  same  time  do  a  much  needed  work  in  building  Water 
St.  The  Town  voted  the  money  and  the  work  has  been  done. 
The  parties  who  have  made  the  statement  that  this  work  has 
been  done  in  opposition  to  the  vote  of  the  Town  are,  to  say  the 
least,  mistaken.  Every  move  has  been  open  and  fair,  and  the 
cost  of  the  wall  is  some  $28.00  less  than  the  amount  voted  by 
the  Town.  It  is  with  considerable  satisfaction  that  we  say  that 
even  those  who  at  first  opposed  our  plan,  seeing  the  good  which 
has  been  accomplished,  now  warmly  commend  it.  We  invite 
inspection  of  the  work  and  the  cost,  and  are  confident  that 
the  verdict  will  be,  that  a  great  deal  of  good  has  been 
done  at  a  very  small  expense.  Recent  discoveries  in  the  records 
give  additional  proof  that  East  St.,  runs  across  Eagle  Hill  to 
where  the  old  pound  formerly  was  located  at  Jeffries  Neck,  and 
we  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  repairing  the  lower  end 
of  that  street,  as  there  has  recently  been  a  large  amount  of  heavy 
teaming  which  has  left  the  road  in  a  poor  condition.

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At  the  price  paid  for  teams  by  the  Town,  this  would  repre- 
sent 11014.00.  In  addition  to  this,  the  Town  has  had  the  use  of 
the  tram  for  the  Fire  Department.  Surveyor  Conant  also  re- 
ports that  the  team  did  97  hours  work  on  Water  street  improve- 
ments. 

The  Fire  Department  never  was  in  a  better  condition  than  it  is 
today,  and  during  the  past  year  an  improved  and  up  to  date  fire 
alarm  system  has  been  put  in  which  gives  general  satisfaction. 

The  case  of  Kenney  vs.  the  Town,  for  damages  for  bicycle  ac- 
cident, lias  been  argued  before  the  Supreme  Court  this  year,  but 
the  decision  has  not  yet  been  handed  down.  We  believe  that  the 
Town  has  good  prospects  of  securing  a  new  trial.  Nothing  has 
been  heard  from  the  Garrette  case  this  year.  The  case  of  Glover 
vs.  the  Town  was  tried  last  May,  and  the  Town  won  the  case. 
Following  the  instructions  of  the  Town,  the  Selectmen  have  re- 
moved the  scales  from  the  landing. 

At  the  last  town  meeting  the  following  motions    were    passed: 

"Voted  -That  the  Selectmen  be  instructed  to  enforce  all  the 
provisions  of  law,  against  the  unlawful  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors 
and  cause  all  persons  violating  the  same  to  be  prosecuted  whether 
it  be  apersoD  selling  without,  or  a  person  violating  his  license 
and  that  they  be  instructed  to  revoke  the  license  of  any  person 
violating  the  same,  or  any  provisions  thereof;  and  report  to  the 
town  at  the  next  annual  town  meeting  what  they  have  done  to 
carry  out  these  instructions." 

"Voted — That  the  persons  making  complaints  against  the  sel- 
lers of  intoxicating  Liquors  for  violation  of  the  laws  relating  to 
the  sale  of  said  liquors  be  summoned  as  witnesses  in  behalf  of  the 
town." 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  we  submit  the  following 
report.  After  granting  the  licenses  in  May  last,  the  following 
letter  was  sent  to  those  who  had  received  a  license  : 

To  the  Licensed  Liquor  Dealers  of  Ipswich,  Mass. 
Gentlemen  : 

At  the  annual  Town  Meeting  held  last  month,  resolutions  were 
adopted,  without  a  dissenting  vote,  asking  the  Selectmen  to  see 
that  the  License  Law  was  lived  up  to,  and  instructing  us  to  make 
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a  report  at  the  end  of  the  year,  as.  to  what  we  have  done   in   that 
direction. 

We  have  given  you  the  license  for  which  you  have  applied,  and 
which  you  agree  to  live  up  to,  and  we  expect  that  you  will  see  to 
it  that  neither  the  public  nor  the  officials,  have  just  cause  for 
complaint  against  you. 

We  would  request  that  you  instruct  your  employees  to  see  to 
it  that  the  laws  relating  to  minors,  and  men  who  are  known  to 
have  been  convicted  for  drunkenness,  are  carried  out,  and  that 
especial  attention  and  care  is  taken  on  the  Lord's  Day,  to  give  no 
cause  for  complaint. 

A  proper  conception  on  your  part  of  what  is  right,  will  do 
away  with  cause  for  action  which  otherwise  we  will  be  compelled 
to  take. 

The  Chief  of  Police  has  been  furnished  with  copies  of  this  let- 
ter, and  he  and  his  assistants  will  be  expected  to  see  that  the 
laws  are  obeyed.

The  chief  of  police  was  notified  of  our  action,  and  assured  us 
that  he  would  carry  out  his  instructions.  In  June  a  Sunday  dis- 
turbance caused  us  to  send  the  following  letter : 

Frank  C.  Hull,  Chief  of  Police. 
Dear  Sir : 

I  am  instructed  by  vote  of  the  Selectmen  to  call  your  attention 
to  our  order  of  an  earlier  date,  in  regard  to  a  careful  inspection 
of  the  Sunday  liquor  traffic.  Recent,  occurrances  on  the  Sabbath, 
lead  us  to  believe  that  there  is  some  cause  for  complaint.  You 
are  requested  to  direct  your  officers  to  find  out  how  the  business 
is  being  done,  and  if  the  law  is  being  violated,  to  put  an  end  to 
it,  and  to  report  to  us  what  you  have  done  in  regard  to  the 
matter.  Very  truly  yours,

Chief  of  Police  Hull  reports  to  us  that  he  carried  out  his 
orders,  and  that  since  that  time  he  has  had  no  cause  for  com- 
plaint, and  that  no  complaints  have  been  made  to  him.  The 
Selectmen  have  not  received  a  complaint  during  the  year,  and 
while  there  has  been,  and  always  will  be,  some  objectionable  feat- 
ures connected  with  the  sale  of   liquor,    either   under   licens3    or 
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under  no  license,  we  feel  that  on  the  whole,  the  past  year  has 
been  more  free  from  those  features  than  is  usually  the  case. 

In  regard  to  appropriations  for  1901,  we  feel  that  we  can  best 
make  our  recommendations  at  the  annual  meeting  while  the  va- 
rious art  teles  arc  being  discussed.  At  present  we  will  say  this. 
We  recommend  a  conservative,  but  not  a  niggardly  policy,  and 
we  agree  with  the  Assessors,  that  with  the  present  balance  in  the 
Treasury,  and  good  judgement  in  making  appropriations,  a  re- 
duction from  $13.00  to  $11.00  in  the  tax  rate  is  possible. 

During  the  past  year  the  Town  lias  been  called  upon  to  mourn 
the  loss  of  two  of  its  tried  and  true  public  servents.  Engineer 
John  M  Caldwell  and  Police  Officer  Wm  H  Brocklebank,  were 
men  who  had  won  the  regard  and  love  of  their  fellow  citizens  by 
their  upright  character;  their  manly  qualities  and  their  careful 
attention  to  duty.  In  their  death  Ipswich  met  a  great  loss,  and 
they  will  always  be  remhered  as  types  of  true  Ipswich  men. 

In  conclusion,  we  are  greatly  pleased  to  state  that  Ipswich  has 
lias  had  a  very  prosperous  year.  Reference  to  the  financial  state- 
ment of  the  Town  is  ample  proof  of  the  fact.  It  is,  of  course,  a 
pleasure  to  us  to  be  able  to  make  so  good  a  showing  at  the  end 
of  our  third  year.  We  desire  to  thank  the  citizens  and  the  vari- 
ous officials  for  the  assistance  they  have  given  us,  and  we  trust 
that  the  good  start  which  Old  Ipswich  has  made  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  new  century,  will  continue,  and  that  increased  pros- 
perity will  come  to  all  of  its  citizens,  individually  and  collec- 
tively.

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REPORT  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich  : 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  herewith  submit  their 
annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Dec.  31st,  1900,  being  the 
seventh  annual  report  since  the  introduction  of  the  water  system. 

MAINTENANCE. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  the  past  year  has  been  somewhat 
greater  than  in  1899,  owing  to  the  extra  amount  of  labor  used 
and  the  large  increase  in  the  cost  of  fuel,  there  being  none  pur- 
chased in  1899. 

The  reservoir  not  having  been  cleaned  since  it  was  built,  it  was 
deemed  necessary  to  do  so,  in  order  to  satisfy  the  public,  that  the 
cause  of  the  unpleasant  taste  and  odor,  which  prevailed  last  fall, 
was  not  located  there,  as  many  predicted  ;  accordingly  arrange- 
ments were  made  late  in  the  fall  to  pump  directly  into  the  mains; 
the  speed  of  the  pumps  was  regulated  by  the  consumption;  the 
pumps  were  kept  going  day  and  night  imtil  the  work  was  com- 
pleted. Nothing  obnoxious  was  found  in  the  reservoir,  and 
only  about  two  inches  of  sediment,  which  was  thoroughly  scraped 
up  and  removed. 
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A  great  deal  of  credit  is  due  the  engineer  and  his  assistants  for 
the  skillful  and  careful  manner  the  pumps  were  handled,  for  any 
great  increase  of  pressure  might  have  caused  serious  trouble. 

Last  season  a  petition  was  sent  to  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
requesting  its  advice  upon  the  matter  of  our  water  supply,  em- 
bracing the  problem  of  cleaning  out  the  storage  basin  and  filtra- 
tion. Their  answer  which  did  not  come  until  the  first  of  the 
present  year  is  printed  in  full  below;  also  the  recommendation  of 
Freeman  C.  Coffin,  Civil  engineer: 

State  Board  of  Health, — Chief  Engineer's   Office. 

Boston,  Mass.,  Jan.  8,  1901. 
To  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners    of     Ipswich,    Mass. 
Gentlemen: — 

In  response  to  your  application  for  advice  as  to  the  purification 
of  the  water  supply  of  Ipswich  an  examination  of  the  source  and 
its  surroundings  has  been  made.  It  will  be  necessary,  before  defin- 
ite advice  can  be  given  you  as  to  the  purification  of  the  water,  that 
some  experiments  be  made,  and  for  this  purpose  it  will  be  essen- 
tial that  samples  of  the  water  be  forwarded  to  the  laboratory  at 
frequent  intervals.  I  write  to  ask  whether  you  can  furnish  us 
with  four  gallons  of  the  water  of  the  reservoir  twice  a  week  if  Ave 
will  furnish  the  bottles.  If  you  can  undertake  to  do  this  we  will 
make  the  necessary  preliminary  experiments  without  delay.

Dear  Sir: — 

I  have  postponed  writing  to  you  upon  the  matter  of  filtration 
experiments  upon  your  water  until  now. 

I  have  consulted  with  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Board  of 
Health  and  found  that  there  was  no  occasion  for    immediate    ac- 
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tioD  in  the  matter.  Nothing  definite  can  be  determined,  of 
course,  until  the  unpleasant  tastes  and  odors  appear  again  in  the 
water,  which  T  understand,  is  free  from  them  at  present.  I 
would  strongly  advise  you,  however,  to  prepare  for  making  such 
experiments  the  following  season. 

It  will  probably  be  impossible  to  do  anything  in  the  way  of 
constructing  filter  beds  for  use  the  coming  season,  and  the  town 
will  have  to  get  along  with  the  water  the  best  it  can,  but  certain- 
1\  the  experiments  should  be  made  and  information  obtained  as 
soon  as  possible,  or  in  other  words,  you  should  be  prepared  to 
make  these  experiments  whenever  the  water  shows  signs  of  de- 
terioration. 

T  would  advise,  if  it  is  necessary,  an  appropriation  be  obtained 
at  the  next  town  meeting,  which  will  enable  you  to  construct 
such  experimental  filters  at  the  pumping  station  as  the  State 
Board  of  Health  suggests.  If  you  will  construct  the  niters,  and 
have  them  attended  to  by  your  engineer,  or  some  one  else,  I  un- 
derstand that  the  Board  will  do  all  of  the  other  necessary  work 
connected  with  the  investigation,  such  as  analyzing  the  water 
and  advising*  you  in  regard  to  the  result. 

I  presume  that  an  appropriation  of  $500.00  will  amply  cover 
all  that  you  will  need  to  do  in  this  matter  the  coining  season,  or 
until  such  information  can  be  obtained  as  will  assist  in  design- 
ing a  final  plant  for  purification.  In  the  meantime  I  would  ad- 
vise that  you  furnish  the  State  Board  of  Health  with  all  of  the 
samples  of  the  water  which  they  require,  both  from  Dow's  Brook 
and  from  the  Storage  Basin.  I  understand  from  Mr  Goodnough 
that  he  would  like  to  have  these  samples  whenever  any  taste  ap- 
pears   in  the  water.

EXTENSIONS. 

The  mains  were  extended,  under  the  vote  of  the  Town  at  its 
last  annual  meeting,  along  the  Topsfield  Road  as  far  as  the  resi- 
dence of  Mr.  John  F.  Brooks. 

At  a  special  town  meeting,  on  petition  of  D.  F.   Appleton   and 
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others,  along  the  County  Road,  through  Waldingfleld  Road  to 
residence  of  Mr.  Francis  R.  Appleton. 

Tables  showing  the  length  and  cost  of  these  extensions  will  be 
found  appended  to  this  report. 

These  extensions  were  put  in  under  a  six  per  cent,  guarantee. 

FINANCIAL. 

The  total  receipts  from  water  rates  for  the  year  amount  to 
$7,622.31,  an  increase  over  last  year  of  $680.29.  This  we  think, 
is  a  good  showing,  when  we  consider  the  number  of  vacant  tene- 
ments there  are  at  the  present  time. 

The  suit  of  Mr.  John  W.  Nourse  against  the  town  has  been 
settled  by  the  payment  of  $165.00. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  estimate  receipts  for  1901  to  be 
$7,800  ;  the  disbursements  $11,743.50,  as  follows:  Sinking  Fund, 
$2,363.50;  Maintenance,  $3,000;  Services,  $500;  Interest  on  Bonds, 
$5,880. 

They  recommend  appropriations  to  be  levied  by  taxation  as 
follows:  127  hydrants  at  $13.00  per  hydrant  for  fire  service 
amounting  to  $1651  and  $2363.50  for  sinking  fund,  these  to- 
gether with  the  income  from  water  sales  will  enable  them  to 
meet  the  ordinary  expenses  for  the  year  1901.

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STORAGE  BASIN. 

The  water  in  the  storage  basin  did  not  fall  below  the  high  wat- 
er mark  until  June  8.  From  that  time  it  fell  gradually  until  the 
15th  of  September,  when  it  reached  the  lowest  point  which  was 
2  feet  and  8  inches  below  high  water  line.  From  that  time  the 
basin  began  to  fill  very  slowly  and  on  December  31st,  it  was  still 
10  inches  below  high  water  line.  When  we  consider  that  this  has 
been  the  driest  season  in  this  section  for  47  years,  according  to 
report  of  the  United  States  weather  bureau,  it  is  not  to  be  won- 
dered at,  that  there  has  been  trouble  as  to  quality  of  the  water 
during  the  extreme  drought.  The  consumption  of  water  has 
been  larger  this  year  than  in  any  other  since  the  works  were 
built.

REPORT. 


The  beginning  of  the  new  year  and  of  the  new  century  finds  the 
schools  of  If  swich  pursuing  the  even  tenor  of  their  way  under  favorable 
conditions  and,  in  the  main,  in  satisfactory  environment.  There  has 
been  nc  retrograde  movement  during  the  past  year,  while  during  the 
ccntnrv  there  has  been  a  steady  advance,  until  at  the  turning  of  this 
new  leaf  In  Time's  great  volume,  the  schools  of  this  town  are  doing  as 
good  work  as  any  in  the  state.  We  hear  much  of  the  great   improve- 

ment wrought  by  modern  education,  but  many  of  the  underlving  prin- 
ciples claimed  exclusively  by  the  new  have  been,  for  centuries,  the  viv- 
ifying principles  of  the  old.  Changes  in  education  must  of  necessity 
be  either  evolutionary  or  revoutionnvy.  The  former  would  mark  no 
new  era,  but  simplv  would  indicate  a  healthy  mental  growth;  the  lat- 
ter are  the  only  ones  for  which  modern  educators  deserve  praise  or 
blame,-  a  part  of  each  seeming  to  be  their  iust  due.  The  spirir  of  the 
modern  school  tends  rather  to  tie  development  of  the  milder  virtues 
instead  of  the  more  virile  ones  of  long  ago.  In  olden  davs,  it. is 
claimed,  the  school  system  was  harsh,  reptessive  and  repellent.  The 
new  system  teaches  that  the  child  must  ENJOY  education  and  mental 
training;  one  result  of  which  seems  to  be,  that  the  child  seems  some- 
times to  pet  an  idea  that  if  education  does  not  allure  him,  it  is  niuch 
the  worse  for  education  and  not  for  himself.  He  must  be  allowed  to 
think  he  is  at-  play ;  he  must  be  trained — according  to  the  hackneyed 
phrase — "along  the  lines  of  least  resistance,"  and  so  his  mental  pills  are 
so  thickly  sugar-coated  that  in  many  cases  the  maladies  of  inattention 
and  lack  of  self-control  never  are  cured.  During  the  last  twenty-five 
years  the  schools  of  Ipswich  have  kept  pace  with  the  march  of  the  cen- 
tury, not  in  the  van,  nor  yet  in  the  rear,  but  in  the  safe  middle  distance, 
where  the  rank  and  file  step  steadily  together;  ,not  stiiving  to  be  first  in

action,  nor  yet  lagging  behind,  unready  for  work.  The  town  is  to  be 
congratulated  that  her  schools  are  not  altogether  old-fashioned  nor  al- 
together new-fashioned;  for  as  has  been  said,  "wc  may  be  alike  fantas- 
tic if  too  new  or  too  old." 

The  most  noteworthy  advance  of  the  new  system  is  not  only  the 
enriching  of  the  school  curriculum,  but  the  entire  change   which   has 
been  made  in  the  conception  of  the  curriculum  itself;  that  as   the  child 
is  a  whole  and  not  a  mass  of  unconnected  faculties,   that  which  he  stud- 
ies must  be  a  whole  and  not  a  series  of  disjointed  subjects.      Unity  and 
adaptation  have  been   aimed  at  by  the  committee    in   preparing  the 
course  of  study  from  Primary  to  High  school;  that  the  self  activity  of 
the  child  maybe  fostered  and  encouraged;  and  that  he  may  be  led  on 
by  natural  steps  to  the  highest  development  of  his  powers.         One  dan- 
ger lurks  in  this  enriched  curriculum.        It  is,  that   the  pupil   in   the 
multiplicity  of  studies  introduced,  may  get  but  a  bowing  acquaintance 
with  a  variety  of  subjects,  which  he  and  others  may    mistake  for  thor- 
ough education.        This  throws  an  added  responsibility  upon  the  teach- 
er.        The  cold,  dead  hand  of  the  text-book  must  be  cast  aside  in  great 
measure,  and  the  teacher  must  know   his  subject  thoroughly.         No 
amount  of  "system"  can  atone  for  a  lack  of  knowledge.         In   this  res- 
pect, few  if  any,  of  our  present  corps  of  teachers,    have  failed.         They 
have  been  alert,  open-eyed  and  open-eared;  large  minded  and  receptive 
toward  promising  theories  and  methods;  and,  as  a  rule,   have  entered 
their  class-rooms  with  a  clear  understanding  of  the  subject  to  be   pre- 
sented.       Hap-hazard  teaching  has  reached  a  minimum  ;     and   while  a 
maximum  of  excellence  may  not  have  been  attained  in  all  cases,  a  move 
in  the  right^di  recti  on  has  been  universal. 

The  past  year  bears  record  to  less  friction  in  our  school  machinery 
than  has  been  the  case  for  several  years.  Parents  and  teachers  with 
few  exceptions  have  co-operated  ;  principals  and  assistants  have  worked 
in  harmony;  teachers  and  pupils  have  maintained  pleasant  relations; 
and  the  general  result  has  been  gratifying. 

The  total  registration  has  exceeded  that  of  last  year,  and  this  fact 
has  led  to  a  congested  condition  in  some  of  the  lower  primaries,  where 
nearly  the  entire  increase  has  been  made.  This  is  especially  true  of 
the  Dennison  School,  where  63  children,  instead  of  the  lawful  50,  are 
brought  together  under  one  teacher.  At  the  Cogswell  School  also 
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there  has  been  a  cousiderable  increase.        When  it  is  remembered  that 
among  these  three-score  children  there  are  sure  to  be  several   who  can- 
not, upon  their  entrance,  speak  one  word  of  English,   the  burden   laid 
upon  the  primary  teacher  better  may  be  estimated.  The  total  enrol- 

ment at  the  High  School  has  been  larger  than  in  previous  years,  show- 
ing a  continued  interest  in,  and  increasing  appreciation  of,  the  higher 
education  so  generously  provided. 


Teachers. 


As  already  has  been  stated  the  work  of  the  teachers  during  the 
year  has  been  satisfactory,  and  there  has  been  ran  agreeable  degree  of 
harmony  in  all  departments.  They  have  endeavored  not  only  to  ad- 
vance the  children  in  their  studies  but  also  to  train  them  in  habits  of 
rieht  thinking  and  in  principles  of  honor,  courage,  manliness  and  good 
citizenship. 

Miss  Ratsey  entered  upon  her  duties  as  drawing  teacher  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  and  her  work  at  its  close  proves  that  she  is  fully 
competent  to  carry  on  the  training  so  well  begun  by  Miss  Condon.  The 
committee  finds  cause  for  congratulation  in  the  excellent  results  ob- 
tained under  Miss  Ratsey's  guidance.  With  a  genuine  and  enthusiastic 
love  for  her  work,  and  an  artistic  taste,  she  combines  a  pleasing  person- 
ality which  has  been  a  strong  factor  in  winning  the  respect  of  pupils 
and  teachers  alike. 

The  resignation  in  June,  of  Miss  Lucy  Hamlin,  after  twelve  years 
of  faithful  and  acceptable  work  in  the  Manning  Grammar  School,  both 
as  assistant  and  principal,  made  necessary  a  general  turn  of  the  teach- 
ers' kaleidoscope.  The  beginning  of  the  school  year  in  September,how« 
ever  found  each  one  settled  in  her  new  niche  and  working  amicably  in 
her  changed  environment.  Miss  Lakeman  was  promoted  to  the  position 
of  principal      of  the  Manning  Grammar  School,    and    Miss    Arthur 
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t  ransferred  from  the  Winthrop  to  be  first  assistant  at  the.  Manning. 
Miss  Adams  was  promoted  to  the  position  of  principal  of  the  Winthrop 
School,  made  vacant  by  Miss  Arthur's  removal.  Miss  Willis  succeeded 
to  Miss  Adams'  yacant  desk  and  Miss  M.  Ella  Archer  was  elected  as 
third  assistant  in  place  of  Miss  Willis. 

Miss  Lucy  A.  Kimball,  a  competent,  painstaking  and  progressive 
teacher,  having  resigned  at  the  close  of  the  school  year,  Miss  Isabel  G. 
Brown  was  transferred  from  the  Payne  School,  where  she  had  acted  as 
second  assistant,  to  the  Cogswell  School,  to  the  position  of  first  assist- 
ant. Miss  Abbie  Carr  was  elected  to  fill  Miss  Brown's  place,  but  after  a 
brief  period  of  earnest,  consciencioas  and  satisfactory  work,  was  com- 
pelled by  illness  to  giye  up  for  a  time.  Miss  Susan  L.  Kimball  succeed- 
ed Miss  Carr  and  has  proved  a  capable  teacher. 

A  change  also  was  made  necessary  at  the  Wainwright  School, 
Miss  Glover  having  resigned  after  two  years  of  faithful  work,  and  Miss 
Minnie  E.  Hodgkins  was  elected  to  the  position.  Under  her  tuition  the 
school  has  made  commendable  progress  and  the  Committee  are  gratified 
at  the  good  results  of  the  past  year. 


Discipline. 


If  the  discipline  of  the  earlier  days  of  the  century  was  too  strict, 
as  is  claimed, "it  almost  may  be  asserted  that  the  present  system  is  too 
lax  in  its  methods.  It  may  be  wrong  "to  repress  the  enthusiasm"  that 
prompts  a  child  in  reciting  to  push  his  neighbor  out  of  the  way— as  we 
saw  in  a  school  in  a  neighboring  city  recently — and  to  raise  his  shaking 
hand  almost  in  ihe  teacher's  face,  but  we  prefer  a  little  less  "enthu- 
siasm" and  a  little  more  of  "Heaven's  first  law."  This  "enthusiasm" 
is  allowed  to  prevail  to  some  extent,  in  oiir  Own  schools, but  we  are  glad 
to  see  that  it  ;s  held  in  check  within  bounds  of  disorder,  which  term  is 
not  synonymous  with  enthusiasm.     In  nearly  all  cases  a  good  degree  of 
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order  has  been  maintained  and  that  by  firm  and  gentle  means,  rather 
than  by  harshness,  scolding,  or  the  use  of  the  rod.  Few  instances  of 
corporal  punishment  have  occurred  and  those  were  fully  justified  by 
the  misdemeanor.  In  these  days  of  flowery  paths  for  children's  feet, 
it  wap  surprising  (and  not  altogether  un  refreshing)  to  read  in  a  recent 
daily  that  a  pupil  in  a  neighboring  city  had  been  treated  to  an  old-fash- 
ioned dose  of  "spanking."  Our  own  discipline  has  aimed  to  train  the 
children   to  govern  themselves;  to  control  their  own  inclinations  and  to 

« 

be  self-respecting  as  well  as  teacher-respecting.  As  a  result,  the  cases 
of  insubordination  have  been  few. 


School  Buildings. 


With  a  single  exception  all  the  school  buildings  now  in  use  have 
been  built  during  the  past  50  years,  but  some  already  show  the  unmis- 
takable imprint  of  the  tooth  of  time.  No  new  building  has  been  erect- 
ed this  year,  but  the  near  future  will  demand  some  increase  in  school 
accommodations,  if  the  school  population  increases,  and  other  schools 
in  the  outlying  districts  are  closed,  as  seems  likely  to  be  the  case. 
Several  plans  more  or  less  feasible  have  been  under  consideration  by 
the  School  Committee.  The  least  expensive  perhaps  would  be  to  move 
the  schoolhouse  from  the  Village  to  the  Payne  School  grounds,  and 
make  of  it  an  annex  to  the  Payne.  A  still  better  plan  would  be  the  erec- 
tion of  a  building  in  the  neighborhood  of  Estes  Street,  where  a  large 
school  quota  *s  found.  Other  plans  may  be  mentioned  when  the  time 
for  action  comes.  The  oldest  building  is  the  Payne  schoolhouse,  which 
has  been  so  many  times  enlarged,  and  moved  and  raised  up,  that,  like 
the  boy's  jackknife  that  had  "six  new  blades  and  three    new  handles," 

there  seems  to  be  little  of  the  original  structure  left.      The  schoolhouse 

at  AVillowdale  has  been  sold  and  as  there  seems  to  be  no  probability 
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that  the  Candlewood  School      will    be      re-opened,  the     Committee 

would  '-ecomTiend  the  selling  of  this  building  also,  as  its  condition  is 
deteriorating  from  long  disuse.  It  is  possible  also  that  the  Village 
School  may  be  closed  and  the  children  brought  into  town  with  the  be- 
ginning of  the  school  year.  Should  this  be  done,  a  second  building 
will  be  relegated  to  "innocuous  desuetude. "  The  land  upon  which 
this  building  stands  is  not  owned  by  the  town,  as  there  were  minor 
heirs  to  the  property  at  the  time  the  house  was  built,  aud  no  legal  sale 
could  be  made.  The  land  therefore  was  condemned  by  the  town  for 
school  purposes,  and  should  the  school  be  discontinued,  the  property 
would  revert  to  its  original  owners  and  perhaps  take  the  house  with  it. 
unless  the  building  were  removed  within  a  certain  time  after  the  dis- 
continuance. The  Committee  would  rec©mmend  therefore  that  some 
action  be  taken  by  the  town  as  soon  as  the  school  is  closed  permanently 
which  seems  likely  to  be  done  at  the  end  of  the  present  school  year. 
It  might  be  removed  to  Estes  Street  and  remodeled  for  use  as  spoken  of 
in  foregoing  pages. 


The  Elective  System. 


We  would  call  the  attention  of  the  parents  of  our  pupils  to  the 
growing  prevalence  of  the  so-called  elective  system,  which  seems  to  be 
demanded  more  and  more  in  our  High  School.  The  Committee  fre- 
quently are  asked,  "Cannot  my  son  be  excused  from  certain  prescribed 
studies,  as  he  never  will  use  them  in  the  work  or  profession  which  he 
intends  to  follow?  Can  he  not  take  some  special  training?"  etc.  To 
furnish  all  the  special  training  needed  would  require  as  man?  teachers 
as  pupils.  The  bent  of  a  boy's  mind,  it  is  claimed,  should  be  considered 
and  "special  training*'  seems  to  be  this  latter  day  shibboleth.  The  best 
specialist,  however,  in  any  work  or  profession  is  the  educated-all-round 
man;  and  he  who  persists  in  getting   a    general    education    first    and  a 
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special  preparation  later,  is  the  man  of  power.  The  elective  system  is 
perfectly  legitimate  at  some  stage  of  education,  hat  there  are  few  boys 
whose  minds  are  "bent"  sufficiently  in  one  direction,  to  determine  just 
what  is  to  be  their  future  work.  Sometimes  it  happens  that  the  "bent" 
is  caused  l>v  the  pupil  having  acquired  a  distaste  for  some  study  in  the 
regular  course,  at  which  he  must  "grind,"  if  he  makes  in  it  any  head- 
wav.  A  sound  underpinning  of  general  education  is  as  necessary  for 
the  successful  mechanic  as  for  the  man  of  science.  Statistics  demon- 
strate clearly  that  intelligence  produces  more  than  ignorance,  and  the 
greater  the  amount  of  all-round  education,  the  greater  the  producing" 
power.  Every  specialty  is  better  mastered  and  better  understood  by 
the  man  who  has  worked  hard  at  other  and  less  agreeable  subjects. 
Fdnmtion  is  designed  as  much  to  correct  and  strengthen  the  weak  side 
of  one'"  nature  and  talents  as  to  develop  their  strong  side ;  to  make  the 
"five  talents  ten  and  the  two  talents  five."  To  overcome  obstacles  rath- 
er than  to  choose  onlv  those  studies  which  are  attractive  and  agreeable 
will  make  the  true  scholar.  The  latter  may  make  a  learned  man  ;  the 
former  will  make  on*1  really  educated.  This  d<  ctrine  of  "election"  and 
special  selection  extends  sometimes  to  the  Grammar  grades  and  the 
Committee  are  asked  to  excuse  scholars  from  this  or  that  study  in  the 
course.  Tn  a  few  rare  instances  existing  'conditions  have  warranted 
compliance  with  the  request,  bur  such  cases  come  much  less  often  than 
''angels'  visits." 


The  Commercial  Course. 


The  Commercial'Course  which  the  committee  hoped  to  see  in- 
troduced into  the  High  School  before  the  beginning  of  the  new  century 
is  still  a  "castle  in  the  air."  Strenuous  efforts  are  being  made  to  per- 
fect some  plan  by  which  it  may  be  made  practicable.  It   is    asserted 
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by  some  that  too  much  of  the  commercial  spirit  is  abroad  already;  that 
the  High  School  is  for  ••culture,*1  broad  and  high  aud  deep.  While 
granting  this,  the  committee  believe  that  in  our  own,  as  iu  other  High 
Schools,  the  introduction  of  such  a;  course  would  strengthen  and  not 
weaken,  the  classical  and   college   courses.  The  work  of  the    latter 

courses  does  not  really  appeal  to  many]pupils;  they  do  not  give  their 
best  energies  to  it,  aud^consequently  imbibe  not  "deep  culture,"  but  a 
kind  of  culturine,  so  to  speak,  whichjbears  to  the  former  the  ratio  of 
velveteen  to  velvet.  The  favor,  however,  in  which  practical  High 
School  courses  are  held  is  a  recognized  tendency  of  the  education  of 
today  in  many  quarters.  To  be  sure,  with  our  limited  means  we  could 
not  at  first  compete  with  the  large  commercial  schools  of  our  neigh- 
boring cities.  Perhaps  even  the  second  year  would  not  find  us  quite 
abreast  of  these  mammoths,  but  the  75  per  cent  of  boys  and  girls  who 
expect  to  earn  their  own  living  as  soon  as  they  leave  school,  will  feel 
that  they  are  working  for  a  definite  purpose  and  this  will  give  an  add- 
od  zest  to  their  interest.  Writiug,  spelling,  bookkeeping,  shorthand, 
and  as  soon  as  practical,  typewriting  should  be  included  in  the^course. 
Any  pupil  with  natural  aptness  and  appreciation  can  fit  himself  to  fill 
successfully  the  position  of  stenographer  while  gaining  the  tiaining  of 
a  high  school  education.  The  Committee  find  ''ways"  plentiful,  but 
"means"  not  so  abundant.  To  make  any  success  of  this  course  a  spec- 
ial teacher  would  be  needed  for  a  part  of  each  week,  just  as  we  now 
employ  a  music  and  a  drawing  teacher.  This  would  entail  an  addition- 
al, although  not  necessarily  heavy,  expense.  The  furnishing  of  a  room 
with  the  needful  appliances  might  come  about  gradually,  but  would 
also  mean  an  addition.il  outlay.  There  is  no  public  burden  that  is  met 
more  cheerfully  by  our  citizens  than  is  the  school-tax,,  and  because  of 
that  very  willingness  the  Committee  have  hesitated  to  increase  the 
burden.  At  the  same  time  they  feel  it  a  duty  to  the  pupils,  who  must 
take  up  the  work  of  life  in  their  early  years,  to  equip  them  as  far  as 
possible  for  their  work.  This  course  would  by  no  means  excuse  the 
pupil  from  a  thorough, English  course;  but  would  be  combined  with  it; 
modifying  the  present  course  tojnclude  the  new.  It  is  hoped  that 
some  defiuite  plan  may  be  formulated  and  presented  by^the  Committee 

at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 
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Primary  Schools. 


Grades  I,  II,  and  III.  Whole  Number,  379. 

These  grades  occupy  seven  rooms  and  a  closet  under  the  stairs. 
The  latter  recitation  room  is  at  the  Payne  School,  where  the  second  as- 
sistant is  obliged  to  teach  the  class  in  the  entry,  from  which  the  new 
stairway  ascends  to  the  second  floor.  Although  somewhat  cramped  as 
to  space,  the  supply  of  fresh  air  is  unlimited.  This  is  really  the  most 
unsatisfactory  condition  existing  in  any  of  our  school  buildings,  and  it 
is  hoped   that  another  year  may  find  some  remedy. 

Those  grades  require  of  a  teacher  special  adaptation  for  the  work. 
If  the  early  training  he  careless  or  indifferent,  and  the  environment  be 
unfavorable,  the  result  will  be  failure.  The  first  impressions  are  the 

most  lasting,  and  have  an  effect  upon    children's   lives   that   cannot  be 
estimated.       It  is  in  the  primary  school  that  the  child  learns  to  imitate 
the  teacher,  not  only  when  asked  to  do  so    in    recitation    or   in    motion 
song,  but  unconsciously  and  unasked.    Here  it  is  that  the  teacher  ''may 
see  hersel  as  ithers  see  her,"  and  in  the    sight,    is    sometimes   startled 
into  wondering  if  her  own  words  and  manners  are    exactly    what    they 
should  be.     In  these  schools,  life  is  taught  from    life,  and    "example  is 
stronger  than  precept."     In  spite  of  their  many  differences  of  character 
and  disposition,  every  child  is  good   for   something  and  it   is   distinct- 
ively the  mission  of  the  primary  teacher  to  find  out  his  talents.         "The 
foundation  must  be  stronger  than  the  superstructure,"  is  an  old  maxim 
which  our  primary  teachers  would  do  well  to  bear  in  mind,  and  so  make 
of  then-  work  a  foundation  firm  enough  to  bear  the  strain  of  future  edu- 
cation.       The  majority  of  our  teachers  recognize  their  responsibility  in 
this  respect,  and  their  devotion  to  their  work  augurs  well  for  the  chil- 
dren under  their  care.      They  have  worked  in  harmony   during  the  past 
year,  each  in  her  own  individual  way.  because  each  can  work  better  with 
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her  own  special  tools,  but  the  year's  work  has  been  along  the  same  lines. 
Consequently,  when  promotions  have  been  made,  the  various  elements 
brought  together  have  been  assimilated  more  readily  than  of  old.  The 
changes  in  the  teachers  already  have  been  enumerated.  Old  and  new 
are  doing  commendable  work,  in  this  the  most  trying  and  patience-re- 
quiring stage  of  school  work.  Should  the  present  crowded  condition  at 
the  Dennison  lower  primary  continue,  an  assistant  must  be  employed. 
No  teacher,  however  willing,  can  do  justice  to  more  than  three-score 
children  under  eight  or  nine  years  of  age. 


Grammar  Schools. 


Winthrop,  Grades  IV,  V,  VI.  Number,  183. 

Manning,  Grades  VII,  VIII,  IX.  Number,  128. 

Whole  Number,  311. 

With  the  more  uniform  teaching  in  the  primary  schools,  there 
has  come  a  possibility  for  more  systematic  work  in  the  grammar  grades, 
and  the  teachers  have  been  quick  to  seize  the  opportunity.  A  common 
aim  has  actuated  them,  rot  to  secure  a  high  per  cent  in  each  individual 
case,  but  to  adapt  their  teaching  to  the  needs  of  the  child.  In   these 

schools  the  child  is  taught  not  only  what  to  study,  but  how  to  study: 
and  here  is  instilled  the  principle  of  the  old  motto,  "Not  what  men 
have. nor  what  they  know,  but  what  they  are,  is  the  essence  of  real  man- 
hood." From  grades  four  to  nine,  the  pupil  ascends  the  educational 
ladder  with  steady  step,  each  succeeding  round  giving  him  a  firm  foot- 
hold for  the  reaching  of  the  next  higher.  More  attention  than  formerly 
has  been  paid  to  the  individuality  of  each  child,  and  the  result  has  been 
a  class  of  live  pupils  instead  of  so  many  automaton  "per  cents." 

Miss  Hamlin's  resignation  made  necessary  the  several  changes  al- 
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ready  mentioned.  The  Committee  feel  that  in  the  selection  of  the  new 
principals,  Miss  Lakeman  and  Miss  Adams,  no  mistake  has  been  made. 
They  fully  have  justified  the  confidence  placed  by  the  board  in  their 
mental  and  executive  ability.  Miss  Arthur,  in  the  new  position  of  as- 
sistant, has  found,  seemingly,  the  exact  niche  for  which  she  is  fitted  and 
her  work  has  been  excellent.  Less  friction  ard  fewer  complaints  of 
"high  pressure"  have  characterized  the  year,  and  the  results  have  been 
beneficial,  especially  to  children  of  sensitive  and  nervous  temperaments. 
While  less  home  work  has  been  required,  no  perceptible  loss  in  the  pro- 
press  of  the  school  has  been  noticeable.  The  aim  of  the  course  of  study 
in  these  grades  is  to  fit  the  child  not  only  for  entrance  to  the  High 
School,  but  also  to  make  some  provision  for  the  needs  of  those  who 
leave  school  at  the  end  of  the  pram  mar  school  course.  To  this  end, 
writing",  spelling:,  history  and  business  methods  in  arithmetic  receive 
attention. 

The  higrh  standard  of  former  years  was  fully  maintained  at  the 
closing;  school  day  in  June,  when  a  large  number  of  parents  and  friends 
was  present;  and  also  at  the  graduating  exercises  of  the  Manning 
School,  when  a  class  of  twenty-nine  received  diplomas.  Of  this  class 
twenty-five  entered  the  High  School  in  September.  The  exhibition  of 
writing  and  drawing  was  worthy  of  great  commendation.  The  brush 
and  color  work  was  superior  to  that  of  any  previous  year. 

The  Committee  would  acknowledge  and  pay  tribute  to  Miss  Ham- 
lin's zealous,  faithful  service  in  our  grammar  school;  a  service  resigned 
to  take  up  a  similar  work  in  Boston,  whither  the  good  wishes  of  pa- 
rents, pupils  and  Committee  will  follow  her.

There  have  been  neither  chancres  nor  interruptions  during  the 
year  now  ended.  The  quiet,  scholarly  leadership  of  the  principal  lias 
been  ably  seconded  by  the  thorough  and  practical  teaching  of  the  as- 
sistants. The  general  working  of  the  school  at  present  is  of  a  very  sat- 
isfactory nature,  and  the  fact  that  the  same  teachers  are  retained  year 
after  year  is  the  only  eulogiura  their  work  needs. 

Although  the  larger  per  cent  of  attendance  during  the  past  three 
years  proves  that  there  is  an  awakened  interest  in  the  High  School  ed 
ucation,  the  number  still  is  far  short  of  what  it  should  be.  For  very 
flimsy  reasons  many  parents  allow  their  children  to  leave  school  before 
any  course  in  the  High  School  is  completed.  This  is  a  inistake.and  a 
day  of  reckoning  between  parents  and  children  will  be  sure  to  come  in 
later  life,  when  the  boy  finds  himself  handicapped  by  his  lack  of 
knowledge  that  properly  is  his  birthright.  Now  and  then  it  is  claimed 
that  public  school  education  should  end  with  the  Grammar  School 
course,  and  that  all  beyond  should  be  supplied  by  private  enterprise. 
Plausible  arguments  in  support  of  this  claim  are  not  wanting.  Were 
this  the  case,  would  the  culture  now  offered  freely  to  "whosoever  will, 
be  possible  to  any  but  the  richer  class  of  our  citizens?  Would  not  the 
gap  between  this  class  and  the  rest  of  us  be  widened  almost  immeas- 
urably? Does  not  the  very  flag  that  floats  above  our  High  School 
building  teach  the  lesson  that  the  best  education  and  the  truest  citizen- 
ship "are,  and  forever  must  be.  one  and  inseparable?"  The  ignorance 
that  ruins  the  citizen  will  ruin  the  nation  ;  the  education  that  sets  the 
mind  free,  whether  of  a  Lazarus  or  a  Dives,  will  keep  the  nation  free. 
Ignorance  is  the  cardinal  sin  of  a  citizen  of  this  republic ;  and  the  sup- 
port of  our  public  schools  from  the  Primary  root  to  the  full  fruited  High 
School  is  certainly  an  act  of  true  patriotism.  Plato's  statement  made 
centuries  ago  is  true  today,  that  "the  best  education  is  that  which  gives 
to  the  body,  to  the  mind  and  to  the  soul,  all  the  beauty  and  all  the  per- 
fection of  which   they  are  capable." 
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Our  Ili^h  School  is  a  fixed  institution  winch  we  can  afford 
neither  to  give  up  nor  to  suffer  to  deteriorate.  The  present  amicable 
arrangement  between  town  and  trustees,  it  is  hoped  may  continue  for 
many  years.  The  best  good  of  the  school  is  the  first  thought  of  each, 
and  it  is  that  for  which  each  is  striving. 

No  change  in  the  course  of  study  lias  been  made  during  the  year. 

The  commercial  course  which  it  was  thought  to    introduce  has   not   yet 

materialized,  as  already  has  been  stated.       Such  a  course  would  tend  to 

increase  the  number  of  students,  as  with  every  year  pupils    drop  out   to 

take  up  a  commeicial  course  in  other  towns.     The  tuition  and  car  fares 

paid  this  year  by  parents  and  guardians  in  this    town    wonld    nearly,    if 

not  entirely,  pay  the  salary  of  a  special  teacher   in   our  High    School. 

Without  doubt  the  excitement  and  variety  attending  a  daily  trip  out  of 

town  has  something  to  do  with  a  few  of  those  who  experience  this  loud 

"call"  to  a  commercial  course;  but  with  the  majority, it  comes  from  an 

earnest  purpose  to  acquire  the  means  of  self-support    in  the  position  of 

bookkeeper,  typewriter  or  stenographer.        This  acquirement  should  be 
made  possible  at  home. 

Of  the  twenty-two  pupils  who  graduated  in  June,  one  entered 
Harvard  College  in  September;  another  entered  Boston  University; 
four  decided  to  take  up  a  commercial  course;  two  have  followed  the 
study  of  music  with  a  view  to  making  it  a  profession  ;  one  returned 
for  another    year  of  language  work. 

The  annual  commencement  was  held  on  the  afternoon  of  Wed- 
nesday, June  27,  when  Prof.  George  N.  Cross,  of  Exeter,  N.  II.,  a  for- 
mer principal  of  the  Manning  School,  gave  an  eloquent  and  profitable 
address.  The  exercises  at  the  coming  graduation  in  June  will  be  va- 
ried by  essays,  class  history,  and  recitation,  in  addition  to  the  address.

Ungraded  Schools. 


Whole  Number  of  Pupils,  64. 

These  schools,  now  reduced  in  number  to  five,  seem  in  several 
cases  to  have  outlived  their  usefulness  and  to  have  no  longer  any  rea- 
son for  continuance.  Two  of  them,  at  least,  should  be  closed;  not  that 
the  teachers  have  not  labored  faithfully  in  necessarily  circumscribed 
conditions;  but  because  neither  the  present  methods  of  teaching  nor 
the  requirements  of  the  law  can  be  complied  with.  The  discontinuance 
of  Hie  schools  at  Candlewood  and  Willowdale  has  given  satisfaction, 
and  with  the  increased  facilities  for  transportation  afforded  by  the  new 
Irolley  line,  there  seems  to  be  no  good  reason  why  the  Village  children 
should  be  deprived  longer  of  the  benefits  of  the  graded  schools.     Indeed 
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several  parties  in  this  section  have  asked  that  the  school  may  be  dis- 
continued. While  desiring  to  comply  with  the  wishes  of  these  parents, 
the  committee  deem  it  unadvisable  to  close  the  school  until  the  end  of 
the  school  year  in  June.  For  two  reasons,  this  seems  best;  if  pupils 

enter  the  central  schools  in  the  middle  or  near  the  close  of  the  year, 
the  change  would  be  of  little  benefit  to  the  individuals  transplanted, 
while  the  general  school  work  might  be  retarded.  Entrance  made  at 

the  beginning  of  the  school  year  would  be  much  more  satisfactory.  A 
request  from  several  of  the  parents  at  Candlewood,  to  change  the  hours 
of  opening  and  closing  the  schools  to  accommodate  the  children  coming 
in  by  trollev,  could  not  be  granted, — to  the  regret  of  the  Committee, — 
as  the  number  of  children  discommoded  would  greatly  overbalance  the 
number  accommodated. 

With  the  small  number  of  scholars  and  the  consequent  lack  of 
the  greater  enthusiasm  which  comes  from  the  association  of  larger  num- 
bers: and  with  the  many  difficulties  known  only  to  the  teacher  of  an 
ungraded  school,  those  in  charge  of  these  pupils  are  to  be  commended 
for  the  work  they  have  accomplished. 

The  Island  School  is  opened  in  June  and  continued   four   months.* 
No  change  of  teachers  has  been  made.         Miss   Cora  A.  Smith  has  been 
granted  a  three  months  leave  of  absence  from   the   Argilla   School,  and 
Miss  Cora  H.  Jewett  has  made  an  acceptable  substitute. 


Music  and  Drawing1. 


Instruction  in  these  branches  has  been  carried  on  regularly  and 
systematically  during  the  past  year;  the  music  under  Miss  Hubbard's 
efficient  guidance,  which  has  continued  nearly  ten  years;  the  drawing 
under  the  careful  supervision  of  Miss  Eatsey,   whose  first   year's  work 
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as  already  has  been  said,  Las  won  laurels  of  approyal  and  appreciation 
from  all.  The  persistent  and  judicious  work  of  the  regular  teachers  in 
supplementing  the  instruction  of  these  teachers  deserves  the  warmest 
commendation.  Music  and  drawing  evidently  hayecome  to  stay  In  our 
schools.  As  it  is  much  easier  to  learn  than  to  unlearn,  instruction  in 
these  branches  should  be  in  charge  of  the  most  competent  teachers  and 
should  be  scientific  in  its  methods  from  the  earliest  beginning. 

The  exhibition  of  drawings  made  last  June  proved  that  the  train- 
ing of  eye  and  hand  has  been  along  such  lines  as  will  develop  most  fully 
the  child's  art  sense.     In  nearly  all  the  schools  the  music  was  excellent. 

The  programmes  used  at  the  Manning  Grammar  School  gradua- 
ting exercises  in  June,  bore  a  pretty  and  original  design,  the  work  of 
Miss  Gertrude  If.  Story  of  the  senior  class. 

The  reports  of  the  special  teachers  follow. 

To  the  Secretary  of  the  School  Committee  : 

A  course  of  Art  Instruction  in  the  public  schools  has  long  ago 
proven  its  value  as  a  means  of  developing  and  informing  the  child's 
mind.  Methods  have  been  continually  changing,  the  aim  being  tow- 
ards free  and  individual  expression  and  an  appreciation  of  the  highest 
in  us,  our  sense  of  beauty. 

The  subject  undertaken  includes  Form  study,  which  fixes  the  con- 
cepts of  the  types  and  objects;  Form  expression  which  is  for  the  devel- 
opment of  power  and  at  the  same  time  forms  habits  of  observation  and 
accuracy;  Color  instruction,  which  is  based  upon  standards  of  color  and 
cultivates  wider  opportunities  for  usefulness  either  in  the  construction 
of  designs  at  school,  or  in  the  selection  of  one's  clothing  or  house  fur- 
nishings; Nature  study,  which  gives  an  intelligent  knowledge  of  the 
workings  of  Nature;  and  lastly,  Picture  study,  which  leads  to  recogni- 
tion and  appreciation  of  pictures  and  illustrations. 

It  is  hoped  that  during  the  coming  year  Art  Instruction  may  have 
some  influence  upon  the  regular  grade  studies,  and  instead  of  having  a 
place  by  itself  may  enrich  subjects  which  otherwise  might  not  have 
their  fullest  value. 

The  allowance  of  time  each  week  during  the  past  year,  has  been 
one  half  hour  for  the  Primary;  three  quarters  of  an  hour  for  the  Gram- 
mar, and  one  hour  for  the  High  School. 
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Many  thanks  are  due  the  Town  for  their  appreciation  of  the  ef- 
forts of  tlie  children  to  beautify  their  school  rooms,  by  the  framing  of 
suitable  pictures  bought  by  their  savings. 

The  topics  outlined  above  suggest  the  broad  and  comprehensive 
scope  attempted,  and  so  far  very  encouraging  results  have  been  at- 
tained, due  to  the  interest  manifested  by  both  the  scholars  and  the 
regular  teachers.

To  the  School  Committee: 

The  report  of  the  music  for  the  past  year  is  one  of  progress.  Ex- 
cellent work  has  been  done  by  teachers  and  pupils. 

The  study  of  music  in  the  public  schools  is  not  intended  as  sim- 
ply a  recreation  or  an  accomplishment,  but  if  opens  up  to  the  student 
th»  same  opportunities  for  usefulness  as  do  the  other  professions  or  oc- 
cupations. To  this  end  the  music  work  of  each  year  includes  prob- 
lems in  time  and  tune  as  well  as  the  singing  of  part  songs.  While  the 
pupils  are  trying  to  overcome  these  technical  difficulties  at  the  same 
time  they  are  learning  to  appreciate  the  beauties  of   music   for  its   own 

sake. 

If  properly  taught  music  trains  the  eye  and  ear,  quickens  the  per- 
ceptive faculties  and  gives  a  refinement  and  culture  which  no  other 
branch  of  study  can  surpass. 

"Nothing  but  the  highest  praise  can  be  given  to  the  teachers  for 
the  intelligent  and  faithful  work  they  have  given  to  this  study.

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Truancy. 


Like  music  and  drawing,  but  with  less  fortunate  results,  the 
truant  seemingly  is  "here  to  stay;"  with  this  difference  that  instead  of 
staying  in  school  he  persistently  stays  as  far  from  it  as  possible.  To 
the  report  of  the  truant  officer  which  is  appended,  the  Committee 
would  like  to  add  their  appreciation  of  Mr.  Garland's  work  during  the 
past  year,  the  first  in  which  he  has  held  the  office.  He  has  been  faith- 
ful and  vigilant,  yet  courteous  to  even  the  worst  offenders;  has  investi- 
gated all  complaints  promptly  and  thoroughly,  and  has  endeavored  to 
deal  with  the  exigencies  of  his  office  carefully  but  positively;  and  has 
won  the  respect  not  only  of  parents  and  Committee  but  also  of  the  of- 
fenders themselves. 

Ipswich,   January    1,    1001. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  School  Committee: 

From  March  8,  1900,  the  day  of  my  appointment,  to  date,  I  have 
investigated  87  cases  of  truancy  ;  66  of  these  were  boys  and  21  girls. 
Complaints  were  received  in  the  cases  of  44  boys  and  15  girls;  of  the  re- 
maining 28  offenders,  22  boys  and  6  girls  were  found  loitering  about  the 
streets  during  school  hours.  Nine  of  the  above  were  not  attending 
school  at  all.  Unless  some  very  good  reason  was  givcn^for  their  ab- 
sence, these  children  were  taken  to  school.  In  some  cases  the  child 
was  found  upon  the  street  more  than  once  and  returned  to  school. 

This  is  an  old  grievanceand  one  for  which  parents  are  "mainly 
responsible.  Neither  the  convenience  of  the  parent  nor'the  caplice  of 
the  child  is  a  sufficient  reason  for  absence.  So  great  is  the  stress  laid 
by  law  upon  this  matter  of  truancy  that   a   fine   now    may   be   imposed 

upon  such  parents  or  guardians  who  persist  in   keeping   their   children 

at  home  or  in  allowing  them  holidays  whenever  the    child's    whim    de- 
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mands  it.  The  following  extracts  from  the  statutes  of  189*,  chapter 
40ft,  will  explain  definitely  the  law  "relating  to  school  attendance,  by 
which  Committee  and  truant  officers  must  be  governed: 

An  Act  Relative  to  School  Attendance  and  Truancy. 

Sfpt.  12.  Every  child  between  seven  and  fourteen  years  of  age 
shall  attend  some  public  day  school  in  the  town  or  city  in  which  he 
resides  during  the  entire  time  the  public  day  schools  are  in  session, 
subject  to  snob  exceptions  as  to  children,  places  of  attendance  and 
schools  as  are  provided  for  in  sections  three,  seven,  ten  and  eleven  of 
this  act:  provided,  that  the  superintendent  of  schools  or,  where  there 
is  no  superintendent  of  schools,  the  school  committee,  or  teachers  act- 
ing under  the  authority  of  said  superintendent  of  schools  or  school 
committee,  mav  excuse  cases  of  necessary  absence;  and  provided,  fur- 
ther, that  the  attendance  of  a  child  upon  a  public  day  school  shall  not 
be  required  if  such  child  has  attended  for  a  like  period  of  time  a  pri- 
vate day  school  approved  bv  the  school  committee  of  such  town  or  city 
In  accordance  with  sect* on  two  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  or  if 
such  child  has  been  otherwise  instructed  for  a  like  period  of  time  in 
the  branches  of  learning  required  bv  law  to  be  taught  in  the  public 
schools,  or  has  already  acquired  the  branches  of  learning  required  by 
law  to  be  taught  in  the  public  schools,  or  if  his  physical  or  mental  con- 
dition is  such  as  to  render  such  attendance  inexpedient  or  impractica- 
ble. Every  person  having  under  his  contiol  a  child  as  described  in  this 
section  shall  cause  such  child  to  attend  school  as  required  by  this 
section. 

Sect.  24.  Every  habitual  truant,  that  is,  every  child  between 
seven  and  fourteen  years  of  age  who  wilfully  and  habitually  absents 
himself  from  school,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  section  twelve  of  this 
act,  upon  complaint  by  a  truant  officer,  and  conviction  thereof,  may  be 
committed,  if  a  boy,  to  a  county  truant  school  for  a  period  not  exceed- 
ing two  years,  and  if  a  girl,  to  the  state  industrial  school  for  girls,  un- 
less such  child  is  placed  on  probation  as  provided  in  section  twenty- 
eight  of  this  act. 
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Sect.  25.  Every  habitual  absentee,  tbat  is,  eyery  child  between 
seven  and  sixteen  years  of  age  who  may  be  found  wandering  about  in 
the  streets  or  public  places  of  any  town  or  city  of  the  Commonwealth, 
having  no  lawful  occupation,  habitually  not  attending  school,  and 
growing  up  in  idleness  and  ignorance,  upon  complaint  by  a  truant  offi- 
cer or  any  other  person,  and  conviction  thereof,  may  be  committed,  if 
a  boy,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  to  a  county  truant  school  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  two  years,  or  to  the  Lyman  school  for  boys,  and, 
if  a  girl,  to  the  state  industrial  school  for  girls,  unless  such  child  is 
pjaced  on  probation  as  provided  in  section  twenty-eight  of  this  act. 

Sect.  31.  Any  person  having  under  his  control  a  child  between 
seven  aud  fourteen  years  of  age  who  fails  for  five  day  sessions  or  ten 
half  day  sessions  within  any  period  of  six  months  wnile  under  such 
control,  to  cause  such  child  to  attend  school  as  required  by  section 
twelve  of  this  act,  the  physical  or  mental  condition  of  such  child  not 
being  such  as  to  render  his  attendance  at  school  harmful  or  impractic- 
able, upon  complaint  by  a  truant  officer,  and  conviction    thereof,    shall 

forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars.  Any  person 
who  induces  or  attempts  to  induce  any  child  to  absent  himself  unlaw- 
fully from  school,  or  employs  or  harbors  while  school  is  in  session  any 
child  absent  unlawfully  from  school,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  fifty  dollars.

Summary. 


Our  schools  are  doing  satisfactory  work,  not    perfect   perhaps,  bnt 
excellent.        This  work  can  be   made  still  more  effective  by    the  hearty 
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co-operation  of  parents.         Let  Home  and  School  work  together. 

More  generous  school  accommodations   will  be  needed  in  the  near 

future.     Let  the  wisest  plan  be  adopted. 

A  Commercial  Course  in  our  Pigh  School  is  demanded    by  many. 

For  thip,  a  special  appropriation  will  be  needed.       Can  we  afford  it  this 

year? 

One,  perhaps  two,  of  the  out-district  schools  should  be closed  and 

the  children  transported  to  the  central  schools    where   more   rapid    ad- 
vancement is  possible. 

As  this  report  goes  to  press,  rumor  hath  it  that  non-essentials  are 
introduced  by  the  teachers  and  Committee  to  the  exclusion  of  the 
"three  RV1  and  the  "8"  that  stands  for  "SpellinV  More  frequent 
visits  to  the  schools,  and  more  thorough  inspection  of  the  pupils'  work, 
will  disabuse  the  mind  of  that  idea.  Such  visits  frequently  repair  mu- 
tual misunderstandings  and  change  unkind  criticism  into  cordial  co-op- 
eration. Visit  frequently  ;  criticise  kindly ;  deal  justly  with  both  child 
and  teacher;  encourage  wisely;  and  there  will  be  a  bond  between 
cher  and  parent  which  will  result  in  the  lasting  good  of  the  child. 
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Brief  Extracts  From  Educational  Laws. 


1.  All  children  between  7  and  14,  unless  sick,  or  feeble-minded, 
must  attend  the  public  school  during  the  entire  time  of  each  school  year. 
Penalty  to  parent  or  guardian  for  failure  in  attendance  for  five  day  ses- 
sions within  any  period  of  six  months,  $20. 

2.  No  child  under  14  can  be  employed  "in  any  factory,  workshop 
or  mercantile  establishment."  ""No  such  child  shall  be  employed  in 
any  work  performed  for  wages  or  other  compensation1'  during  the  hours 
when  the  public  school  is  in  session  nor  before  six  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing or  after  seven  in  the  evening. 

3.  No  child  under  16  can  be  employed  in  any  factory,  workshop 
or  mercantile  establishment  without  a  certificate  from  the  school  com- 
mittee. He  mu«t  present  an  employment  ticket  from  the  person  who 
wishes  to  employ  him  on  applying1  for  a  certificate.  The  father,  if  living 
and  a  resident,  must  sign  the  certificate  of  age;  if  not,  the  mother;  if 
neither,  the  guardian. 

4.  Children  between  14  and  16  must  either  attend  school  or  be 
regularly  employed. 

5.  Children  must  be  vaccinated  before  attending  school,  but  a 
certificate  from  a  regular  physician,  saying  a  child  is  an  unfit  subject 
for  vaccination,  allows  attendance. 

No  child  can  attend  schorl  from  a  household  in  which  there  is  a 
case  of  small-pox,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  or  measles,  or  from  a  house- 
hold exposed  to  contagion  as  aforesaid.  Two  weeks  after  the  death, 
removal  or  recovery  of  the  patient  in  a  case  of  the  first  three  mentioned 
or  three  days  after  in  a  case  of  measles,  the  child  may  return  on  pre- 
sentation of  a  certificate  from  the  attending  physician  or  from  the  board 
of  health.
